In Chicago and other large 


cities it might not be so easy of solu- 
tion, but there is no reason why carriers 
and clerks should hand out mail on Sun- 
day morning, any more than other in- 
dustries compel their employes to work. 


Appeal for Parish House. 


Rev, Mr. Blossom made an appeal for 


He 
said that St. Luke's church, standing as 
it does, nt the point where all the street 
cor lines of the city center, should be a 
center of social life to the community.

GROWING CROPS LOOK BETTER. 


Sugar Beets and Cabbage Have Benefit- 


ed by Recent Rains. 


During the unprecedented drouth that 


prevailed in Racine county and vicinity 
the past summer, a great deal was sa.id 
and published regarding different crops. 
It wius generally supposed that sugar 
beets, onions and cabbage were pretty 
much of a failure. A. .1. Fiddler of Cor- 
liss, does not share in this belief. On 
Saturday afternoon he came to the city 
and exhibited two 
sugar 
beets, 
one 


weighing six pounds and the other four, 
dug from a ticld of fifteen acres, and he 
believes that the whole crop will aver- 
age beets of the same kind. In fact it is 
his opinion that the beet crop per acre is 
better thnn it wa.s hist yen.r, for he has 
carefullv inspected the large growing 
beet crop in and about Corliss and linds 
the general run very good indeed. 


The cabbage he finds the same way. 


Heads are from three to eight inches in 
diameter. Especially is tho late cab- 
bage crop good and there arc yet si£ 
weeks to grow it. Sauerkraut cabbage, 
Mr. Fiddler claims, is not so badly af- 
fected as the other. Of course, on ac- 
count of the dry weather, it was not pos- 
sible for growers to fill in. 


Mr. Fiddler claims that the oat crop 


-mil run unusually good for dry weather. 
There will easily be an average- of from 
thirty to forty bushels to the acre.

A threc- 
to-one ratio of quick return was consid- 
ered good when the cutting stroke was 
at 'JO feet, and this gave a return speed 
of (HI feet. 
To make a two-to-one im- 


provement one must not only double the 
cutting speed, but must preserve the ra- 
tion of three to one, which doubles also 
the idle return speed and brings it up 
to I'lO feet a minute. With a sufficient- 
ly powerful drive there io no difficulty in 
accomplishing this, and it is greatly fa- 
| cilitated when electric motors are em- 
ployed.

Disease Germs in Bread.—The baking 


to which bread is subjected is not always 
fatal to germs that may rind their way 
into it. if we are to believe a recent 
French investigator.

The 
experimenter first determined the tem- 
perature of various points

Charges that Joseph H. Cboate of 'New 
York, former ambassador from the Unit- 
ed States to Great Britain has been 
guilty of the violation of the constitu- 
tion 'of the American Ba,r association, in 
a 'failure to uphold the' honor of the pro- 
fession of t'he law, and 'a- petition that 
lie had been expelled from the bar asso- 
ciation were presented to the American 
Bar association today and referred to 
the 
committee'on 
grievances. 
These 


cliai-gen were filed by James R. Watts, 
of New York, 
through his attorney 


George W. Chamlec; of this city, a mem- 
ber of the bar association. 


The charges allege that Mr. Choate 


"has violated the corifidpr.ee of his cli: 
cuts, J;imos R. Watts and wife; that he 
has violated the canons of ethic? of the 
Amerienn Bar association, has been guil- 
ty of divers and many offenses, in vio- 
lation of good momls, fair dealings, and 
lias brought dishonor and disgrn.ee upon 
the American Bar association of the Un- 
ited States of America. The first charge 
has to do with certain litigation entrust- 
ed to ¥r. Choate and his associates in 
the linn of Eva-rts, C'hoate nnd Beaman 
of New Yo.rk city and in an associate 
partnership with Treodwell Cleveland. 


Alleged to Have Broken Contract, 
It is alleged that the petitioner had a 


large and valuable coal business in the 
ycflr 1SS4, arid -made a contract with two 
men by the name of Weston. As a part 
of the" deal, it is alleged that the Wes- 
tons guaranteed to Watts certain prices 
for coal; that the contract was worth 
about $500,000 to Watts and was to run 
until the year 1001. The business was 
with tlip Primrose colliery of 
Pennsyl- 


vania. 'In ISSo, the 
firm 
of 
Weston 


brothers «nd Watts was dissolved and 
James'R. Watts became sole owner of 
the business in New York, under the 
guarantee for the Weston brothers for 
the fulfillment of the contract by the 
Primrose tolliery up to the yesr 1901. It 
is alleged that soon after the dissolution, 
of the.C firm of 
Weston Brothers 
and 


Watts the Primrose colliery claimed to 
be in financial straights, wanted 
to 


borrow money from Watts wit'hout se- 
curitv a.nd when he declined to lend the 
money, it is claimed the colliery breach- 
ed its contract, eonl ceased coming and 
left Watts in a precarious business situ- 
ation. 


Hired Choate as Attorney. 


In 18S5 Watts engaged the firm of 


Kvarts, Choate and Befiman to bring suit 
against Walter and Alfred AVe-ston for 
$330,0.00 danwpes. This suit wns filed. 
The petition alleges that not long after- 
wards he was in the office of Mr. Choate 
nnd overheard by accidentaconversntion 
be-tween Mr. Choate nhcl an attorney in 
which this attorney representing Weston 
brothers offered to Treudwell Cleveland. 
Ohoate's trial attorney, the sum of $50,- 
000 to compromise the case. Mr. Watts 
now says in hU petition to the bar asso- 
ciation that he believes his law suit was 
sold out or thrown awoy. Only nominal 
damages were granted, the sum in fact 
being six cents.

THE HEAVENS IN SEPTEMBER. 


By Prof. Eric Doolittle of the University of Pennsylvania. 


The return of the ringed planet. 
: A variable Sun fading away. The bright elusive 


world, Mercury, clearly visible. 


The bright planet Jupiter, -which 


has H«an so conspicuous tor many 
'montns, has at last drawn so near the 
sun that it ean no longer be ob- 
served, and thfl interesting planet 
Mars w'jlcli even In the beginning of 
Baptember is hopelessly lost in the 
sun's rays, will pass west of that 
body to-ward the closa of the month 
and become a morning star. So that, 
cxcejt for the little planet Mercury, 


for a few days after ths first 


latter are so far distant that the light 
by whick we view them certainly re- 
quires more than one thousand years 
to come from them to.us, and prob- 
ably it has been several thousand 
years on its journey. On the coli- 
trary, the beautiful AJtair, at C, Tig. 
1 Is but fifteen light years away and 
the brilliant blua Vega, at D, thirty- 
three—distances whir.h, since light 
trails 186,300 miles In each second, 
are enormous, Indeed, but -which are 


Across the 
yellowish green ball there are BOW 
distinct shadings or bands, which are 
darkest toward 'the pole, and sur- 
rounding the whole Is the remarkable 
ring system. The rings arc more 
widened out than at any, other time 
during this year, their width appear- 
ing nearly one-third as great as their 
extreme length.

will show the largest moon of Saturn, 
named Titan, a world 3500 miles In 
diameter and which is nearly 800,00« 
miles away from the planet Far out- 
side of this ds the giant lapetus, more- 
than 2006,000 miles away and 2000 
miles in diameter, while inside of 
Titan is the third brightest moon, 
Rhea 1500 miles in diameter.

Titan revolves about Saturn in 15 
days 22 hours. It will be found at Its 
farthest distance east on September 5 
and September 20, and at Its greatest 
distance west eight days later. lape- 
iiis requires 79 days to make its jour- 
ney about It's orbit.

Although the Scorpion, which is the 


most striking of the summer constel- 
lations, is just sinking from view, and 
the first of the bright winter groups 
h«s not yet made its appearance, the 
September sky is full of objects of in- 
terest. First of all is the wonderfully 
complex branch of the Milky Way, 
which now forms an arch passing ex- 
actly through the highest point of the 
heavens. Extending along this are a 
series of mo«t beautiful groups, from 
the Archer In the south to Perseus In 
the north, the Northern Cross now 
ahlnlng out directly In the zenith. 
These bright stars are very much 
nearer than the majority of the suns 
•which compose the Milky Way.

able extent of the cloud of moie dis- 
tant stars. 


Bast of Cygnus is -the Great Square 


of Pegasus, the diagonal, E F, of 
which points nearly to the variable 
star Mira. The observer probably no- 
ticed how brilliant this became dur- 
ing the first week of last month, 
when it grew brighter than the little 
triangle of stars to the left of it If 
he possesses a small telescope he 
should continue to watch its rapid 
fading away. It will probably become 
wholly invisible to him before the 
middle of September. This distant 
sun, which becomes suddenly bright 
at an interval of about 330 days, grew 
more brilliant this year than for sev- 
eral years previously, although It did 
not approach Its brilliance of 1779, 
when for a few days it was one of the 
brightest stars of the heavens. The 
cause of these fluctuations, and, in 
fact, the cause of the remarkable 
periodic outpouring of light and heat 
itself, Is not known. 
Above the Great Square is the con- 


stellation Andromeda, of which the 
most remarkable object Is the great 
Nebula, at H, Fig. 1. This is easily 
visible to tho naked eye on a clear 
night. At all of the points marked 
L In this region beautiful clusters of 
stars will be found, and at the points 
marked K. there are Interesting dou- 
ble stars.
